"And whereas the said Subsidy Act 
wns passed, on the 17th day of April, 
1890, and whereas tiie lands to be grant- 
ed were not. designated and surveyed 
-within the time nor in the manner pro- 
vided by statute, and are not yet sur- 
veyed : 

' "And whereas it was contemplated 
that by tho granting of the subsidy as 
set forth in the Columbia ami Western 
Subsidy Act, being chapter S, statutes 
of 1800, that that portion of British 
Columbia extending from the Columbia 
river to Penlicton, as well as the country 
bordering upon and tributary to Okan- 
ngan lake, and also the Okau'agan and 
Spallumcheen valleys and the country 
tributary to the Shuswap and Okanagnn 
'railway, would be developed and made 
profitable at an earlier period than if 
no such subsidy wns granted: and fur- 
ther, that tho Coast cities would be very 
materially benefited l>3' securing a more 
direct route into the mining and smelt- 
ing enmns of the Boundary district, via 
Penticton; and it is further contemplated 
that the annual loss to the province of 
British Columbia on account of its guar- 
antee of interest upon the bonds of the 
Shuswap and Okanagan railway would, 
by the construction of the Columbia and

THE CRISIS IN CHINA. 

Long Resident in Far East Tells of tha 
Present Troubles. 

■San Francisco, March 2.— William 
Hancock, for the past .'il years a resi- 
dent of China, and a commissioner of 
customs there, arrived here on the liner 
Hong Kong on his way to England. 
Speaking last night of the situation in 
China lie said: "The principal cause of 
the present unsettled conditions are the 
dissatisfaction in southern China over 
tlii- indemnity to be paid to foreign 
countries resulting from the Boxer out- 
rages which occurred in northern China. 
The out rancors treatment: accorded to 
the wealthy King family of China by 
a custom officer in Boston when he anl 
his family were enroute from England 
to China by way of this country. King 
and his family were treated as ordinary 
coolies and the head of the family was 
furious over the matter. I think he win 
the real instigator of the boycott. 

"Yuen Shi Kai, viceroy of Chill prov- 
ince had done all he could to stamp out 

the boycott, but no one can do much 
when once public indignation is aroused 
in that country. Things are very apt to 
become serious before peace again 
reigns. In various provinces the Chin- 
ese are on the eve of a serious uprising, 
ami il is hard to tell to what lengths 
they v, ill go." 

Situation Is Very Serious 

W. S. Allen, Canton agent for a flnu,« 
company, who arrived yesterday, sail 
the situation in China was very serioun. 

"The principal element in the agil i- 
tion over there is the newspaper agita- 
tion," lie said. "The Chinese nowspa- 
ners have progressed wonderfully. They; 
are at last alive to the general situation 
of affairs throughout the world and they 
arc becoming a powerful weapon. It has 
been charged that they are being con- 
trolled by the Japanese, but I have no 
evidence of it. The whole movement; 
seems to me a Chinese upheaval, na- 
tional in scope. It is foolish to say the 
boycott or the reform movement in gen- 
eral is weakening. It would be more 
correct to say it is just beginning. L 
think the whole trouble could be com- 
promised by allowing the coolies access 
to the Philippines and Hawaii,"

GOVERNMENT'S MANY FALSE PROMISES 



Arguments Advanced Why Con- 
servative Candidate Should 
Be Returned. 



Spirited addresses, confined In the 
main to Dominion affairs, marked the 
Conservative meeting at Oaklands. Mr. 
Beckwith made an address which was 
conceded by all to be his best effort of 
the campaign. Free from personali- 
ties, concise and vigorous, the standard 
bearer of the Conservative party took 
lip and explained the shortcomings of 
the Liberal administrations and the in- 
justice that had been dealt to the whole 
uf British Columbia in the refusal of 
the Ottawa government to insist on 
simultaneous construction on the Pa- 
cific Coast of the Grand Trunk Pacilic 
Hallway. 

Air. Watson Clark was voted to the 
chair and in turn called on George Jay, 
J. W. Hasklns, J. L. Beckwith, J. W. 
Bolden and H. D. Helmcken, K. G, to 
tell the electors of Oaklands why, in 
their opinion, Hon. William Templeman 
had no claim on the suffrages of the 
people to be returned to Ottawa. 

The chairman described British Col- 

■ umbla's representatives — the "sordid" 
seven" — as having clone nothing at Ot- 
tawa but make promises and repudiate 
them, and thought that they had 
neglected the Interests of the province 
throughout. 

The First Speaker 
Mr. George Jay opened the speech- 
making with the reasons the Conserva- 
tive party hud for opposing Mr. Tem- 
pleman. The party took a broader 
view than a merely local one, and they 
were lighting not only for Victoria, but 
for the whole province. For some time 
past the claims of the province for 
better terms, for the construction of 
the G. T. P., the protection of the fish- 
eries and for aids to navigation had 
been ignored. To the demands for 
better terms the Ottawa government 
had received them in silence. The 
amount thai we receive from Ottawa 
did nut equal three-quarters of the 
sum spent by the provincial govern- 
ment in maintaining t he public schools 
throughout British Columbia. Depu- 
tations had frequently gone to Ottawa 
requesting a re-arrangement of the 

■ terms, but they had been ignored. 

The speaker referred to the promises 
made by the minister of Inland revenue 
and he thought they were little enough. 
He thought if the voters were alive to 
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the true Interests of the province they 
would elect Mr. Beckwith and so de- 
clare their grievances against the Ot- 
tawa authorities. 

Mr. J. W. Hasklns graphically re- 
viewed the history of the construction 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
dilly-dallying of the Liberals In the 
early seventies and the ruining of the 
public credit of Canada which prevent- 
ed the building of the road. Their 
later attempt through Edward Blake to 
prevent the Conservative government 
from securing funds in London was 
also referred to. He denounced the 
lack of foresight of the Liberals. When 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier came into power 
lie found the greatest railroad on earth, 
but he had done nothing to upbuild 
Canada until lie launched the G. T. P. 
railway — a most iniquitous scheme. 

The speaker referred to a map in 
Cox's office in Toronto, which was that 
of the projected G. T. P. line. Ho 
noticed it was marked going to Port- 
land, Maine, where the eastern ter- 
minals were to be located. "They ab- 
solutely intend to take our wheat and 
ship it through an alien country to an 
alien port and label it American 
wheat," he said. He recited an in- 
stance of the shipment of rotten hay 
and grain during the Boer war from 
Boston which was stopped by Hon. 
Sidney Fisher. It was another case of

Aids to Navigation 

Tlie aids to navigation on t lie west 
coast of the Island were simply crim- 
inal, and he asked in the name of 
humanity if this was going to con- 
tinue. 

Mr. Prefon talne's promises wore also 
touched upon and the proposition to 
deepen the harbor and build a break- 
water. .So far the government had 
turned a deaf ear to the appeals of 
Victoria. Mr. Templeman was simply 
indifferent to the city's needs, and he 
thought we had a right to criticize a 
public man who d'cl not attend to the 
interests of either the city or province. 
To his mind, with all the enormous 
sums of money in the matter of aids to] 
navigation being expended on the St. 
Lawrence River, It appeared from the I 
complaints of the C. P. It. that it had 
been thrown away. The complaint of 
Sir Thomas Shau'gh'nessy was the 
greatest kind of condemnation of the 
way money had been mis-spent by the

Whej | 
the; road does reach the Coast the ; 
wholesalers and laboring men would 
be unable to participate or share in i 
the benefits of tho expenditures. If, 
on the other hand, provision had been | 
made for construction from the Pacific 
Coast, the coast, cities at this time 
would be In a state of great activity, 
and every man in Victoria and Van- 
couver would have benefited enor- 
mously. The expenditure of $20,000,000 
in construction in this province would 
have been made directly tributary to 
these coast cities, and our v.'orkingmen 
would have been able to have ob- 
tained a competency. (Hear, hear). 
This was absolutely denied them. "Our 
Interests have been sadly and notori- 
ously neglected," he emphasized. The 
speaker challenged Mr. Macpherson to 
make the statements ho did here, on 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway in 
Vancouver, as It would mean his poli- 
tical downfall.

Jn conclusion he appealed for the 
support of the voters of Oaklands, and 
promised if elected "no would work for 
the interests of both city and province. 
(Cheers). 

Liberal Promises 

J. W. Bolden was the next to take 
the platform. He said that he had 
begun to think that the politicians had 
learnt new methods. When Drury ran 
the cry was "Drury and the Mint." 
Next it was "Riley and tho Dredge" 
The dredger did not work. Again It 
was "Riley and the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific," but the railway was too far in 
the future. Now it was "Templeman 
and the Lifeboat." Ho would name 
the boat "Graft." (Laughter). The 
men who were former politicians were 
now found holding fat jobs in the civil 
service, no doubt as pay for their ser- 
vices to Mr. Templeman. 

The speaker mentioned the instance 
of .Mr. Ralph Smith falling to carry 
out the wishes nf the labor body. One 
of the planks of tlie labor party's plat- 
form was the public ownership of rail- 
ways. He asked If Mr. Smith when 
he was In the House had raised his 
voice to carry out this plank. ("No, 
no!") 

The speaker dwelt on the federal 
Immigration policy and the low class of 
people brought In from Europe to com- 
pete against Canadians. Why docs 
Mr. Smith not get up in the House and 
protest against, this policy, he asked. 
Ho contended that the government was 
nril worthy of the confidence of the 
people, and that Mr. Smith had forgot- 
ten his early principles.

He declared against 
the Liberals saying to the people of 
Victoria thai Mr. Templeman should 
bo elected- by acclamation, and there 
should be no campaign as far as tho 
Conservative party was concerned ho 
would tell the electors of Oaklands 
that they were In the field to stay— and 
wln - (Cheers).

Western rnilwny lo or near Penticton, 
ho very materially reduced, if not alto- 
gether.: eliminated: 

"Anil whereas to .secure the construc- 
tion of the Columbia and Western rail- 
way at the earliest possible date it was 
enacted that the railway company should 
deposit security to the amount of fifty 
thousand dollars, which said amount was 
to be forfeited if the railway was not 
'"built to or near Penticton within four 
years from the 17th day ol April, lS'M: 

"And whereas the railway has not 
yet been built to Penticton: 

"And whereas Hit! security before, 
(mentioned lias not been escheated: 

"And whereas the failure of the Co- 
Jumbia and Western Railway company 
to construct their Hue of railway to Pen- 
ticton has resulted in Incalculable loss 
to the "rovinco of British Columbia and 
made it necessary to provide a subsidy 
of $750,000 in aid of a line of railway 
(from -Midway to Vernon. 

"Therefore, this house is of the opinion 
that the Columbia and Western Railway 
company Is not entitled to any further 
mid." 

Mr. Patersou resumed the debate on 
the Columbia and Western Subsidy Act. 
'Die basis of his opposition to the "meas- 
ure was that the sole principle on which 
«t land subsidy was granted was that a 
through line should be completed to Pen- 
ticton. The advantages of this project 
were obvious, and its breakdown was a 
Bcrious disappointment and loss to the 
fwbole country, and especially to the 
ICoast cities. No subsidy would have 
been "ranted lor a line into the Boun- 
dary, because there were other com- 
panies willing to build without subsidy. 
As to the !?75.(X)0 forfeit supposed to 
Jiave been deposited by the company, 
there was no trace of it in the public 
accounts, and he was justified in as- 
suming that it hail been returned lo the 
Company, if, indeed, it had ever been 
deposited. By failure lo complete their 
contract the company bad forfeited not 
only their deposit but the land grant, 
liven if they sot the land grant they 
ought lo forfeit the amount ol" the de- 
posit of $75,000. Why should the 
deposit have been returned unless ii was 
conceded that the mailer was at an end 7 
It was impossible to compute the hiss to 
rthe province through the non-construc- 
tion of the line as originally provided 
tor. . 

The President of the Council 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton said that if be 
Hind ever had n doubt as to the payment 
of ibis subsidy, the speech of Mr. Pntcr- 
ison would have removed It. He claimed 
that it never was the intention of the 
legislature to hold bark pari ot the land 
grant nut II the whole of the line was 
completed. The separate land grants 
iwero tied up to separate sections, and 



each section when built bad earned its 
own irrant. This was not as assart of 
a whole, but its an entity in it>-^.'. -V 
consideration of the subject wiu com- 
plicated by years which bad elapsed 
since the charter was first granted. He 
and the speaker were the only persons 
now in the house who were in it ten 
years ago, and it was by the irony of 
fate that lie was today supporting the 
aetiott of the government in giving this 
land subsidy, whilst in ISiMi be was 
among the mast strenuous opponents of 
any land grant. But in order to exact 
equity a government must act equitably, 
and whilst he was opposed to the grant, 
be was even more opposed to the inequit- 
able repudiation of a contract entered 
into by the government. The circum- 
stances under which that bargain was 
entered into were a matter of history 
with which every member of the house 
was familiar and need not be repeated. 
Suffice it to say that the subsidy was 
< attached to separate sections, and would 
he earned and become duo as each sec- 
tion was completed, without reference 
to the completion of the line as a whole. 
Then, in 1898, the V. V. & B railway 
came on the scene, and the province be- 
came more or less excited over tne pros- 
pect of the immediate construction of 
that railway, and Mackenzie and Mann 
were to the fore. The Turner govern- 
ment arranged with the Columbia and 
Western to give up their right for con- 
struction of the section between Mid- 
way and Penticton in order to allow 
Mackenzie and Mann to go ahead. In 
1000 he arranged with Sir T. (i. Sbaugh- 
nessy to commute the whole of their land 
grant for the Columbia and Western 
for a cash payment of $800,000, and he- 
was authorized by the government to ef- 
fect a loan for that purpose. All these 
transactions had a very important bear- 
ing on the condition of affairs today. The 
probability of getting a cash payment 
naturally deferred the C. P. It. from 
proceedirt- with their surveys and oc- 
casioned the dtiay which had brought 
about the present annllcation. When 
subsequently this proposition fell through 
the Columbia and Western naturally re- 
verted to their claim to the lands. Fol- 
lowing this came the negotiation for 
blocks in Southeast Kootenay as a sub- 
stitute for lands in Vale, a delay which 
was at least as much due to the govern- 
ment as to the railway company; there- 
fore it was unfair to visit all the blame 
on the shoulders of the latter. Even the 
member for Delta would try to make 
the best bargain he could. This, the 
second, transaction fell through when 
the crown grants for these blocks were 
cancelled. Again, the delay was not the 
fault of the railway company. It was a 
piece of sharp practice to attempt to 
lake advantage of the present position 
to repudiate the grant. He declared that 
the province was In honor bound to carry 
out the original agreement which had 
been tinkered with by successive gov- 
ernments, but could not fairly be abro- 
gated. 

Mr. Pnterson wished to know about 
the deposit and its forfeiture. 

Hon. F, Carter-Cotton said the com- 
pany did put up $50,000 worth of Colum- 
bia and Western bonds, which were sub- 
sequent 1 - replaced by other bonds. 
The Member for Delta 

Mr. John Oliver pointed out that 
in the original charter in every Instance 
where a land grant was made for the 
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construction of specified sections, tinio 
was the essence of the contract. On this 
ground the grant was forfeited, and in 
law there was no claim. In equity 
there were two shies to consider, and it 
was the duty of the house to consider 
the equity of the case, as it affected the 
province; that was what the members 
were here for. The Subsidy Act of 
1SDD cancelled the land grant as be- 
tween Midway and Penticton; this was 
an attempt to revive it. The contract 
negotiated by lion. K. Carter-Cotton was 
one of the best ever proposed, but today 
he stood up to support an act of spolia- 
tion, The president of the council had 
given the house a lot of valuable infor- 
mation in the course of the debate, but 
it did not agree with what he had said 
in his sworn evidence before the Colum- 
bia and Western investigation commis- 
sion. On that occasion he declared that 
there never was any doubt that the road 
was to be built through to Penticton, 
and the $800,000 cash subsidy represent- 
ed the mileage to that place. With 
reference to the settlement of the crown 
binds in that section, he fully admitted 
the desirability of getting them settled, 
and he would gladly have supported the 
honorable gentleman in obtaining their 
release for that purpose, but even yet 
they were tied up, and quite recently the 
government had refused applications for 
prc-emntion. He called attention to the 
fact that not a single member of the 
government, was in his seat while these 
important: questions were being dis- 
cussed. If the lauds surrendered at a 
valuation of 20 cents an acre were right- 
ly earned, what was to be said of a com- 
pany which in the following year tried 
Lo obtain the Southeast Kootenay blocks 
worth $10,000,0007 Why, in tho very 
first year after the government resumed 
possession of those blocks no less a sum 
than STU.UUO was received for licenses 
alone. 

Reporting the premier's speech 011 this 
subject, the Colonist, whose press gall 
lery reporter gave very fair reports of 
the proceedings of the house (.Hear, bear) 
reported that gentleman as saying that 
the tigreemont with Mackenzie and .Maun 
released the Columbia and Western Bail- 
way company from the liability and the 
right to build from Midway to Pentic- 
ton. This was not so, because the Co- 
lumbia and Western refused to sign that 
agreement, although it was prepared. 
They gave up their right to a grant of 
land for the road .between Bohson and 
Midway, but retained their rights be- 
tween Midway and Penticton. With re- 
spect to the Southeast. Kootenay blocks, 
th; railway company were exactly ill 
the position of a gambler: they gambled 
with lands worth 20 cents 1111 acre 
against hinds worth $10,000,000. If they 
lost their bait in the gamble they had no 
cause for complaint and bad no right to 
ask Ibis house to restore it. The gov- 
ernment were building up a structure on 
a false foundation. The Columbia and 
Western had, as admitted by the presi- 
dent of the council, surrendered their 
hind grant, and this was an attempt to 
reinstate it. 

With reference to Hit! statement of 
Mr. Bowser that this house is a court 
to do justice to all parties, he claimed 
that as an advocate he bad misled the 
house by misquoting from the notes and 
proceedings which he held in his bauds 
when he was speaking. There could, 
however, be no question of courts and 
law. By law the lands were forfeited, or 
else there was no need for this applica- 
tion — it was a question of equity; where 
did the equity lie V The province had 
lost enormously by the non-completion of 
the Columbia and Western contract. 
On operation of the Slntswap railway 
the loss during the last live years was 
$158,000. The Coast merchants had lost 
heavily on the costly freight by existing 
routes, which would have been obviated. 
Then, nearly 5.000,000 acres of hind 
bad been tied up. This is what the one 
party to the bargain, the province, had 
lost. What had the other party lost'/ 
Not even the paltry $50,000 deposit 
which by law they had forfeited. Mr. 
Bowser protested that he hail never re- 
ceived a dollar from the C. P. B. No 
one had charged this, The protest was 
uncalled for and might lead to suspicion. 
It was time enough for the honorable 
member to protest when be was charged. 
AS" to the ltobson and Midway railway 
and the allegation that it does not pay, 
be declared that its mileage tonnage 
was greater than on any railwy in Cau- 
da, and the Grr.nby company paid them 
one-sixtieth of its total earnings hist 
year. Poor C. 1'. R„ the owner of so 
many millions of acres in this province! 
There would be a funeral some day, 
but whether of the C. 1'. R. or the prov- 
ince remained to be decided. 

As to lb" delav In making the surveys, 
some "ortions of the Columbia and West- j Unsolicited 
ern were completed eight years ago. 
There was surelv plenty of time to 
have completed them long ago. He 
claimed that the failure to make the 
surveys. had nothing to do with the ques- 
tion. He was told that the settlement 
of the question was to be 011 the basis 
of equity alone. He was content with 
thai. The province had been the great- 
er loser, and there was no balance of 
equity due to the railway company. 
Bill 10 had placed the ban ot infamy on 
the province and that involved greater 
loss than any land grant. 

Dr. King moved the adjournment ot 
the debate. The. motion was defeated 
by twenty to thirteen. 

Mr. J. B. Brown supported the amend- 
ment of I he member for Vale. lie said 
it had been made abundantly clear that 
the railway company had never given up 
its right to build sections live and six. 
On the other hand, they had clung to 
their rights and to the subsidy. That 
bad kept alive their liability. 

The house adjourned to 8:30 tonight.

An Act to Amend the Health Act 

His Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the legislative assembly 
of the province of British Columbia, 
enacts as follows: 

1. This act may be cited as the 
Health Act Amendment Act, 1900. 

Sub-section (1) of section 01 of 
chapter 01 of the revised statutes, 1897, 
being the Health Act, is hereby amend- 
ed by striking oat the word "or," wher- 
ever it occurs before the word ■•milk" in 
said sub-section, and by inserting after 
the word "milk," wherever it occurs in 
said sub-section, the words "candies or 
other eatables," 

li. Sub-section (2) of said section 51 
is hereby ameiilwl by inserting after the 
word "milk," in the sixth line of said 
sub-section, the words "candies or cat- 
able.-." 

■1. Section ot' said. act. is hereby 
amended by striking out the word "or" 
before the word "milk," in tin.' fifth line 
of said section, and by inserting after 
tho word "milk," in the said tilth line 
of said section, the words "candies or 
eatables." 

.">. Section 71 of said act is hereby 
amended by inserting after the word 
"knows," in the lirst line thereof, the 
words "or suspects or has reason to 
know or suspect." and by striking out 
the weird "or" before the words "typhoid 
fever." in the third line of said section, 
and by inserting after the words "ty- 
phoid fever," in said third line, the words 
measles, whooping cough, mumps or 
any other contagious or infections dis- 
ease. 

(i. Section 74 of said act is hereby 
amended by inserting after the word 
"knows." in the lirst line thereof, the 
words "or suspects or has reason to 
know or suspect," and by inserting after 
tho word "cholera." in the third line of 
said section, the words "measles, whoop- 
ing cough, mumps or any other con- 
tagious or infectious disease." 

The house went into eotuniiltco on the 
tMuuipical Clauses' Act, with Mr. Mae- 
go wan in the chair. 

Mr. J, A. Macdpnald asked that the 
Committee at once report progress, in 
order to allow time for consideration of 
proposed amendments which he had not 
yet seen. He thought the numerous 
amendments to British Columbia legisla- 
tion was due to too hurried passing of 
measures through the legislature. 

Hon. B. MoBrido had no objection to 
adjourn the debate, but demurred to the 
suggestion that tins province compared 
unfavorably with the sister provinces in 
respect to the method of putting legisla- 
tion through. 'Such a suggestion should 
not be made and could not be sustained. 

Mr. .7. A. Mncdonqld cited the Survey- 
ors' Act as an Illustration of hasty legis- 
lation. 

Mr. W. R. Boss assured the bouse 
that tho municipal committee had gone 
into the act most carefully ami there 
had been nothing slipshod about it. 

Mr. Macdonald said that it was simply 
a question of whether they were to en- 
dorse the action of the committee with- 
out going through the act clause by 
clause, or to examine it for themselves. 
The committee reported progress. 
The house then adjourned to 2 o'clock 
tomorrow.

WHAT SIR JOHN WOULD HAVE DONE. 

What was manifestly a more or less confidential letter, never intended 
for publication, from Sir John Macdonald to his old friend, follower and 
protege, Hon. Kdgar De-wdney, has been handed over to the Times to do .ser- 
vice In the cause of the enemy's camp. The substance of the letter, which Is 
printed in fac simile, to be the more effective, refers to the peculiar and excep- 
tional political conditions which existed In the Northwest at the time Mr. 
I>ewdney became minister of the interior. 

Wo regret more than we can express, in the circumstances, the necessity 
to deal with what has been unnecessarily and offensively obtruded into tills 
contest. For Hon. Edgar Dewdney we have always entertained the highest 
jespoet, atid it pains us to feel that lie lias forced us, more in sorrow than m 
anger, to refer in rather plain language to some phases of what is now 
largely ancient history. ., , 

Mr. Dewdney, to be absolutely fair to his old-time Liberal-ConseryatlN c 
friends and to tho memory of Sir John Macdonald. should have explained to 
the editor of the Times for public information some of the circumstances 
which led to the writing of that letter. We have distinct recollection Of cer- 
tain facts that may not now' be public property. The appointment of Mr. 
Dewdney to the position of minister of the interior was very distasteful to a 
large section of the Conservatives of the Northwest and was very unpopular 
in that country. A general protest, which included some lending Conserva- 
tives in other parts of Canada, was raised against it. The letter which Mr. 
Dewdney got was for the purpose of whipping malcontents, almost on the 
verge of open rebellion, into line. There are other sidelights that could be 
used in illuminating the situation as it then existed. 

There are more respects than one in which a parallel with the present 
situation could be instituted, and if Hon. Mr. Templemau wishes to accept 
the leading details as complete, there is not the slightest objection on the part 
of the Liberal-Conservative candidate. 

Moreover, If he will turn up the files of his own paper for the year U&S, 
in which the letter from Sir John to Mr. Dewdney was written, he w 11 find 
food for reflection as to whether, after all, his other self as manifested in 
more youthful clays, could commend the action Sir John then took. It Mi- 
Templemau cites the precedent set by Sir John Macdonald In 1SSS as con- 
demnatory of the course of the Victoria Liberal-Conservatives in 1906. he

21) 
(an amendment to the Masters' and Ser- 
vants' Act) and No. 20 (An Act to amend 
tlio .Shop Regulation Act), which are 
uuw before tbe house. 

The deputation was gotten together on 
the spur of the moment, and bended by 
Mr.' H. K. i'hdmpgon met tbe four city 
nicmbeivs in tlit ministers' room. Mr. 
Thomson, acting as spokesman tor the 
business* men, strongly condemned the 
proposed law making it compulsory un 
employers to pay employees every fort- 
night, us sought by bill No. 20. Ho 
declared the bill, If passed, would be 
found to be unworkable and therefore 
not in the best Interests of the public. 
He pointed out the

say, sealers, every two week*, nml 
referred to the whaling industry as one 
of the industries ttiai n iVumu .. .-. 
passible to carry out the principle of 
the proposed amendment. He also called 
attention to the logging camps, many of 
which were out of reach of a bi-monthly 
mail service, and also the impossibility 
of enforcing the act with regard to sur- 
veyor's crews in the Bold. He said that 
at the factories, now in the habit of pay- 
ing their employees monthly, it required 
from one to two days to prepare the pay- 
rolls, and be thought that if the measure 
became law the owners of factories em- 
ploying considerable lieln would have to 
increase their clerical departments. 
Reply of Mombers 
Mr. It. L. Drury. M. P. P., in reply, 
said ne was opposed to the measure, 
while Mr. \V. ti. Cameron, M. P. P., 
said iie had supported the second read- 
ing, but would reconsider it. 

Mr. T. \V. Paterson, M. P. P., then 
introduced the Hon. Mr. MeP.ride, who 
assured the delegation that in commit- 
tee amendments would be introduced to 
eliminate any bad effects, and thought 
the bill in its present form was prejudic- 
ial to the public interest. 

Shop Closing Bill 
Mr. J. Wilson then culled the min- 
isters' attention to the proposed shop- 
closing bill, and objected to it in to-to. 
He said that shop assistants were not 
asking for such legislation and were per- 
fectly satisfied with present conditions. 
Mr. T. M. Henderson also pointed out 
the ereat disturbance the measure would 
create in business circles.

During Ibis week the 'barometer has been 
comparatively low over I he province, and 
throughout Vancouver Island and Hi." lower 
Mainland rain to a greater or less amount 
has fallen upon every day. The weather 
has been mild and vegetation Is more ad- 
vanced at this sen lion of the year than 
during a similar period hist year. Little 
rain has fallen along the northern coast 
of tbe province, while copious rains have 
been of almost dally occurrence through- 
out western California. Southerly gales 
were reported on the Washington coast on 
the 23rd, 21tb and 2uth, on Saturday, 24th, 
on Puget Sound, nnd during Sunday night 
and monday morning a southerly gale pre- 
vailed on thc Straits of Plica and Georgia.

Wind Storm. 



FIRE COMPLETES THE DESTRUCTION 



Lighting Plant Is Wrecked and 
Candles and Lanterns Only 
Are Available. 



Mobile, Ala., March 2.— A long dis- 
tance telephone message to the "item'' 
from Meridian, Miss., says a cyclone, 
accompanied by heavy rain, struck that 
city this evening at (JrllO o'clock. Tie; 
storm centre was in the southern por- 
tion of the city, and particularly heavy 
along Front street, one of the nrineipal 
.streets 01 the town. Nearly every 
house on Front street is reported to 
have been demolished. The Armoui 
Packing plant from which the message 
was sent is the only building left Stand- 
ing; and the roof of this is gone. Fi">: 
broke out in the ruins, and despite til i 
heavy rain the tlanies were burning 
fiercely, when the report was sent. V 
number of bodies are said to lie in the 
ruins. The city is in total darkness, the 
lighting plant being put out of business. 
The cyclone did severe damage at oth- 
er points adjacent to Meridian, and all 
trams from there are deloyed Indefinite- 
ly. The Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany reported having lost fifteen miles 
of wire, and the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany also suffered great, damage. The 
wires are down between Atlanta', Bir- 
mingham, Memphis and other points 
and it is impossible to secure communi- 
cation with the stricken city. 

A long distance message from .1. 1». 
Brenux service man of the Cumberland 
Telephone company at Meridian, Miss,, 
gives these details of the cyclone: "Dur- 
ing a heavy rainstorm at 8:40 o'clock a 
storm cloud developed in the south and 
moved quickly over the city, striking 
Front street, the business centre with 
full force. The wind was probably 
blowing 75 miles an hour. The cyclone 
passed over in about two minutes, and 
(luring that period three or four whole 
squares were devastated. A conserva- 
tive estimate places the number of 
buildings blown down at between thirty 
and forty. Among the heaviest losers 
are the Meyer and Neville Hardware 
company, Tom Lyle and eompanv 
wholesale drygoods and grocers, Jos. It'.

The work of the rescuers is go- 
ing bravely on, but owing to all lights 
being out 'lanterns and' candles are be- 
ing used and the work is neccssurllj 
slow. It is- thought that 150 bodies ar - 
ia the wreckage. The depot is one of 
the buildings blown away. The tele- 
graph wires are still down between Me- 
ridian and Mobile and other points. 

Memphis, Tenn., March ". — A special 
from .Meridian, Miss., says: "Tlie 
Union and Queen and Crescent depots 
were among the buildings demolished 
anil it is estimated that more than 1; 
score of bodies are among the wreck- 
age. Eighteen bodies have been re- 
covered.

News was also received by the steam- 
er Queen City of the narrow rjscaps 
from wreck of a large full-rigged sail- 
ing ship in the vicinity of Hestmc-it on

cinity of the entrance to the straits 
| during the heavy southeast gale which 
prevailed on Sunday last when the 
steamer Queen City was obliged to turn 
' back when proceeding toward Cape 
i Scott and run into Winter harbor :U 
I Quatsino for shelter. A heavy swell 
was setting shoreward following the 
southeast gale of the previous day when 
the settlers at Hesouoil noticed the 
I ship in danger in the bight between Sid- 
ney Inlet and Hesquolt point. It seemed 
for a lime that, it would be impossible 
for those on board to prevent the wrcciC 
of the vessel, but after manouvering for 
a day in the bight, -with difficulty keep- 
ing out of the breakers, the vessel was 
worked off shore toward night. 

Messrs. Logan and Phil Daykin who 
were engaged with doe Martin at .the 
scene Of the Valencia wreck, and who 
were oil the shore above the wreck when 
the vessel broke up and all who re- 
mained in the rigging were swept awav 
by a huge sea, who also tried to. haul 
ashore and make fast the last life line 
shot from the wreck were among the 
passengers of the Queen City. They 1 
I left for Seattkv last night by the steam- 
er Princess Beatrice to give evidence 
before the United Stales special com- 
mission Which .i« engaged, in investigat- 
ing the wreck. of the Valentin. Logan 
lias with him a valise tilled with relics 
of the wreck, including the ball from 
the life-line which was shot ashore from 
the Lvle gun of the Valencia. He will 
give evidence before the commission, 
composed of Cnpt. Gaudin, and Cap- 
tains Cox and Newcomb at Victoria aft- 
er his return from Seattle, before he re 
turns to the west coast. 

Heavy weather has been prevailing oft 
the west coast. The sealing schooner 
Umbrina, Cant. . Blnkstad, which went, 
to sea from Umbrina has been obliged 
to return twice because of heavy weath- 
er encountered soon after leaving. The 
Umbrina put into Kyuqubt on the 13th 
and left again on the 21st of February 
with 1" canoes, and later she was again 
obliged to run in, coining to anchor at 
Olayoquot. One of the crew of white 
men on board the schooner Umbrina de- 
serted from the vessel at Olayoquot and 
stowed away on board the steamer 
Queen City. Telegraphic advices 
were sent to Superintendent Hus- 
sey of this city and the deserting 
sealer was arrested on arrival of the 
Queen City and charged with desertion.

Pacific Coast Chinese Reform 
Associations Present Petition 
to Commission. 



EMPLOY CARGO INSPECTOR 



A 'Frisco Mystery Explained by 
Federation Miner Orchard's 
Confession. 



Seattle, March 2 — (Special) — Before 
the imperial high Chinese commission- 
ers left Seattle, a petition signed 
by the Chinese reform societies of 
Portland, Seattle and Vancouver was 
presented to them, asking for the 
abdication of the Empress Dow- 
ager and the restoration of the 
throne to the Emperor. The commis- 
sioners promised to submit the petition 
to the Empress, probably rendering it 
upon their return to China, In the 
petition the fact Is reclteC that the 
Emperor lias reached a mature ago 
and is competent to rule over his 
people. 

A cargo inspection bureau will in all 
.probability be established In the near 
future by the Paoltic Coast Lumber 
Manufacturers' .Association. A move of 
this nature has long been expected, and 
the first decisive step was taken yes- 
terday at a meeting of the cargo com- 



mittee of the association held in this 
city. This bureau will represent an 
outlay of $150,000 per year and will bo 
run on a mutual protection basis by 
the Pacific Coast mills. It would 
especially tend to protect mills operat- 
ing in western Washington. 

The Prize Fighter's Death . 

Sun Francisco, March 2 — (Special) — 
Three theories have been advanced in 
explanation of the death of Harry 
Tennybauni, better known as Tenny, 
the prize tighter who died in a Grant 
avenue bath house yesterday, nine 
hours after a gruelling battle with 
Frankle Neil. The dead boy's rela- 
tives charge that he was poisoned; his 
trainers think he died of epilepsy, and 
Autopsy Surgeon Kucich declares that 
death was due to hemorrhage of the 
brain, the direct result of a blow or 
fall. Many who were near the corner 
Of Harry Tenny during his fight with 
Frankle Neil heard htm say that he 
was "all In" and wanted to quit in the 
tenth round, but his seconds were 
heard to urge him on, telling him he 
would win and that his opponent was 
tiring. It was learned that 'Penny's 
seconds had a pool together, in which 
they placed something like $700 as a 
bet on the outcome. They saw their 
money fast fading away, and they 
spurred the tired and jaded lad to con- 
tinue the fray, hoping against hope 
that some lucky Incident might Inter- 
vene to save them their money. The 
direct cause of death was a hemorr- 
hage of the brain, as announced by tor, 
Kucich, the autopsy physician at the 
morgue. The bone above 'Penny's 
right eye was broken by the force of 
Nell's blows, and the eye itself sunk 
into the head. Had the little pugilist 
survived the force of the blows he 
would never have regained the sight 
of the injured eye. Death was in no 
way caused by any poison or narcotic 
or from a weak heart. His physical 
condition was perfect. 

Plotted Wholesale Assassination 

San Francisco, March 2. — It devel- 
oped here last night that a San Fran- 
cisco mystery of two years ago has 
been touched upon in the confession 
made by Harry 'Orchard, now impris- 
oned at Boise, Idaho, on the charge of 
having murdered former Governor 
Steunenberg. According to Orchard's 
confession as recorded here, the inner 
circle of the Western Federation of 
Miners plotted the assassination of 
every prominent man connected with 
the Coeur d'Alone strike, and one of 
the attempts to commit murder took 
place In this city. In 1904 Frederick 
W. Bradley, superintendent of the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mines, was 
living here. On the morning of No- 
vember 17 Bradley opened his front 
door to step Into the street on the way 
to his oltice. As he was opening the 
door he ignited a match to light a cigar. 
Instantly a terrific explosion followed. 
Bradley was hurled into the street, 
badly bruised and burned. He was 
so severely hurt that for a lime it 
was feared that he would die. A gas 
grate had been leaking in his Hat, and 
the only plausible theory advanced at 
the time was that the explosion was 
due to the accumulation of gas, which 
became ignited by the lighted match. 
Orchard, however, In his confession 
says that Bradley was the victim of a 
bomb outrage.

1 was instrumental 
in getting that contract tor the salvage 
company. Mr. Beck with has said that 
contract was nothing but. graft. The 
Conservatives say the Liberals are gratt- 
ers, and Liberals say Conservatives are 
grafters, but the man who says L'm a 
grafter, 1 want, him to prove it. My 
friend, Mr. Beeliwith, makes the general 
statement, without proof, and is not will- 
ing to prove it. Tins is one of the tilings 
people say when they have nothing else 
to say. He should look after his own 
friends and not after others: I take the 
full responsibility for that Salvor con- 
tract. 1 have uo doubt you all believe 
me honest. The assumption .seems to 
prevail among many that this subsidy 
towards this service is intended for life- 
saving. That is an erroneous opinion. 
Infected by the disaster, people have 
received the false conception that this 
service was intended for the saving of 
life. It"s a salvage service, to save prop- 
erty, and incidentally .save life. It is not 
part of its service to save life, actually. 
Surely we shou'd have the same oppor- 
tunity to save ships as in the East, and 
incidentally save the lives of those on 
them. 

Ralph Smith Arranged Contract 

"I can understand a double subsidy 
being given for the saving of life, hut 
cannot understand the criticism of this 
service for saving property. I under- 
stand the contract. 1 went to Ottawa 
and arranged the contract. It was no 
private contract. Tenders were culled 
for in tlie local newspapers. The Bul- 
lous were the only people that applied, 
fulfilling all the conditions. Of course, 
they got the contract. It had been said 
Unit the 'Dominion government was giv- 
ing $10,000 a year for this service ami 
neither steamer nor service were equal 
to the amount. 1 requested a friend to 
answer me without prejudice with re- 
gard to the efliciency and value of the 
service, lie sain the service, as he knew 
it. had ct.st the company $12,000 to $13,- 
000 a year to maintain a boat under the 
specifications, and keep the vessel under 
steam with an efficient crew. After 
forty minutes of the notice given the 
Salvor was steaming out of file harbor 
at the time of the recent disaster. The 
interest of the company is, of course, i i 
saving property, and it is in tlie interest 
of the company, assisted by the govern- 
ment, to accomplish something for tlie 
benefit of trade service and render some- 
thing for 'he si.ving of trade generally.

Under the rules of the 
stock exchange yesterday's high rate of 
7 pc- cent, was not touched, and loans 
were made below 1; per cent, and borrow- 
ing fur the day began. A special cause for 
the week's drain on bank reserves was 
pointed out In the expiration on Febru- 
ary 21 of the 1 In -year Interval since the 

chartering of sunn, 250 national banks, 
which placed upon those hunks the estima- 
tion to deposit lawful money In February 
amounting to $7,148,000, with the treasury 
covering the amount of notes under their 
old charters, which had not yet come In 
for redemption.

NEWFOUNDLAND PROSPEROUS. 

St. John's. Xfld.. March 1.— The col- 
onial legislature was opened today, the 
speech of the governor, Mr. William 
MacGregor, announcing the colony's con- 
dition to be one of unexampled pros- 
perity. 

Governor MacGregor intimated that 
the public ownership of the colonial tele- 
graph lines was proving highly satis- 
factory, and thai business was steadily 
increasing". He stated also that the 
Marconi company had agreed with the 
government to operate a wireless sys- 
tem nlon*» tho Labrador const to con- 
nect with colonial telegraphs and to 
transmit over their lines to their destina- 
tion all messages received at the wire- 
less station within Newfoundland's juris- 
diction. Respecting the colony's 



fishery dispute with United States 
the governor's speech says: "The fish- 
ing operations of the people from the 
United States on the west coast of t lie; 
colony during the past seasons, while 
happily conducted without any breach 
of peace, were attended with ninny vexa- 
tions circumstances. My ministers ex- 
ercised most commendable forbearance in 
riealin" with the same and have re- 
ceived the assurance o£ His Majesty "s 
government that negotiations with the 
American government have been entered 
upon with a view to an early solution 
of Hie difficulty of the situation." 

The speech also announces the inten- 
tion of the government to grant a bounty 
for herring, especially cured and export- 
ed, this being unuerstood as a scheme 
to wrest the hoi ring fishery from Ameri- 
can hands and to transfer it to the 
hands of the colony's own people.
